IN SAN FRANCISCO 


A big force of men is working might 
and main on the greatest night pa¬ 
geant ever prepared in America, to be 
one of the principal features of the 
I’ortola Festival of October 22d to 2-5th. 
Cruising through tiie streets of Han 
Francisco, reproductions of twenty 
vessels, giving the history of the 
marine development of the world, will 
fire cannon balls of confetti over the 
holiday crowds and fl ash messages to 
the seven sets from real wireless tele¬ 
graph apparatus. 

This feature is to be especially elab¬ 
orate as the fiesta will commemorate 
the 400th anniversary of the discovery 
of the Pacific Ocean by Vasco Nunez 
de Balboa. 

This night pageant, with the ships 
outlined in electric lights and manned 
by lads from the Yerba Buena Naval 
Training Htation, will include thous¬ 
ands of costumed revelers between the 
floats. The crews will be garbed ac¬ 
cording to the period of their ships, 
ranging from tiie trireme of the an¬ 
cients to the latest Dreadnought, in¬ 
cluding Columbus’ Banta Maria, a 
Viking ship, men-of-war of the era be¬ 
fore steam, one of tiie clipper ships 
that helped build up California, and 
such modern developments as the sub¬ 
marine and the torpedo destroyer. 

The Portola builders are now at work 
converting trolley cars into platforms 
which will carry the ships. The craft 
themselves will be set in large tanks 
of water, which will give an effect if 
speed through the yse of novel devices. 
Each float will be ten feet longer than 
ever before used in an electric pageant. 
Verisimilitude will be carried down 
to the smallest detail, and there will 
not be an item historically incorrect, 
for the plans have been prepared by a 
committee of experts. All will be 
correct from the triereme’s prow to the 
wireless apparatus. 

The ships will engage in a broadside 
battle lasting two hours, every gun 
firing each half minute. A total of 
3360 shells will be fired per hour, ex¬ 
clusive of the rifle engagement of the 
marines. Showers of confetti will be 
scattered over a wide area at each 
shot. 

The floats are being built at special 
shops at Thirteenth avenue and Irv¬ 
ing street, where have been assembled 
some of the biggest electric flat cars in 
the country, loaned for the festival by 
the United Railroads.

Ten women were granted pensions 
in Seattle a few days ago by Superior 
Judge Fra ter when he heard the first 
hatch of cases under the mothers’ pen¬ 
sion law enacted by the Legislature 
last winter. Fifteen cases were heard, 
thvco being denied and two referred 
for further investigation. The largest 
pension granted was for $37.50 a 
month to a destitute widow with 
seven children to support. The 
amounts granted in the other case, 
ranged from $15 a month to $30 a 
month, according to the circumstances 
of the petitioners. Investigator J. A 
Sigurdssen of tiie pension department 
reported to the Court that 300 appli¬ 
cations for mothers’ pensions have 
been filed, of which only fifty were 
found to come within the provisions 
of the law. Judge Frater will hold 
his next hearing on pension claims 
August 5th.

The development of a policy by the 
United States may be delayed to ob¬ 
serve the outcome of efforts being 
made by leading Mexicans to bring 
about an understanding between the 
two warring sides. 

Some Administration officials have 
proposed that the American policy be 
] pursued along a succession of alterna¬ 
tives. 

First—They suggest the United 
States should refrain from interfer¬ 
ence, while the Mexican leaders them¬ 
selves endeavor to compose their dif¬ 
ferences. The attitude of the United 
States against recognizing the Huerta 
administration already is being out¬ 
lined in Mexico, according to reports 
| here, as indicating that the abdication 
of Huerta in favor of a compromise 
provision with the President is inevi¬ 
table. 

Should all efforts by the Mexicans 
to adjust the dispute fail, it is pro¬ 
posed by influential members of the 
Senate that the embargo on arms be 
lifted and the two factions be per¬ 
mitted to obtain munitions of war on 
an equali^. Some Senators freely 
predict decisive results in quick time 
under those circumstances. 

Third—Should peace be delayed, the 
suggestion is made that the United 
States offer to mediate through a com¬ 
mission. 

Fourth—As a last resort, it is sug¬ 
gested that a tripartite commission,

HERE are lots of merchants 
who are prone to take things 
easy when they should be up 
and doing, it is not because 
they are lazy or because they 
shirk meeting an issue, but rath¬ 
er by reason of being uncertain 
Just how to make a beginning. 

This uncertainty is making 
many a merchant overlook the 
trade possibilities which the par¬ 
cel post now enables him to de¬ 
velop. He hesitates, because lie 
doesn’t know how, about taking 
advantage of the low cost of 
delivering goods within his zone, 
which enables him to compete 
with even the largest mall or¬ 
der houses not in Ids immediate 
vicinity. lie fails to realize that 
his field for trade is vastly 
broadened and that he can ship 
and deliver goods far more 
quickly to consumers within his 
district than any one else. 

To take advantage of these 
features of the parcel post he 
must plan out an effective ad¬ 
vertising campaign (it will pay 
him now where it wouldn’t In 
times past) and organize an effi¬ 
cient shipping and correspond¬ 
ence department. The results 
will not be long In coming.

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LLOYD’S PAY 

JIG CLAIM 

Insurance Concern Parts With 
$ 112 , 785.55 


Lloyd’s of London is just $112,785.55 
poorer than it was before it gambled 
upon the honesty of the employees of 
the Crocker National Bank of San 
Francisco. The claim of the Crocker 
Bank against Lloyd’s, arising out of 
the embezzlement committed by 
Charles F. Baker while he was assist¬ 
ant cashier of the bank, has been ad¬ 
justed and settled, and the British in¬ 
surance concern paid $112,785.55 to 
the Crocker Bank. 

It is said by the parties in interest 
. that the payment of this money has 
been accepted by the Crocker Bank as 
full satisfaction of all the valid 
claims made by the bank against 
Lloyds after the discovery of Baker’s 
thefts. 

The payment of the insurance claim 
has been held up for about three 
months, because of a dispute between 
Lloyds and the Crocker people as to 
whether the insurers were liable for 
certain of Baker’s thefts which totaled 
about $7000. This particular $7000 was 
not included in the $112,785.55 pay¬ 
ment made, and it is said that the 
Crocker people finally receded from 
their position that Lloyds was liable 
for the additional $7000. 

The exact total amount of Baker’s 
thefts never has been published, but 
it has been said that the total was 
in the neighborhood of $200,000. A 
considerable portion of this amount 
was taken, it is said, from the private 
funds of William H. Crocker, president 
of the Crocker National Bank. Since 
the payment of the $112,785.55 insur¬ 
ance money to the bank, it appears 
that the bank's net loss by reason of 
Baker’s thefts is not more than a few 
thousand dollars. 



The Halfmoon Bay Union High 
School now has two principals, each 
backed by a faction of the School 
Board, and an interesting fight is on to 
determine which one will draw the 
salary.

Florence White, the six-year-old 
daughter of Elward White, formerly of 
Newcastle, but now Wells-Fargo agent 
at Bowman, died of rabies at the home 
of her grandparents, Mr. and Mrs. Wal¬ 
ter Connelly, in Newcastle. The lit¬ 
tle girl was with her father at Bow¬ 
man and was bitten by a dog three 
weeks ago. The dog was not suspect¬ 
ed of being afflicted with rabies.
